j and ex pert butter-rnakers, but the butler 
, wo uld be detected as so o n as it arrived in 
New Yo rk. 
In tho se early day« o f lo w 
prices Orange co unty butter wo uld bring, 
1 say twenty cents in New Yo rk, the finest 
i Oneida and Herkimer Welsh tubs wo uld 
no t bring mo re than six teen » o eighteen 
cents. 
Western New Yo rk and Ohio 12-J 
to 15 cents, and Illino is butter was al­ 
mo st unsalable, ex cept fo r grease. 
This 
led to co mmo n saying that there was hut 
little so il that was adapted to the pro duc­ 
tio n o f r t ally line butter. 
In the co urse o f time this delusio n was 
dispelled and the pro blem o f the secret o f 
making gilt edge butter so lved. 
The 
co rn ex po rted fro m the west was taken 
directly to New Yo rk, cheap freights en­ 
abling the dairymen o n 
the Hudso n to 
purchase o ur co rn to fo ul to their co ws. 
In the co urse o f time the farmers o f 
Central New Yo rk wo uld jo in o r emplo y 
so me dealer to purchase a bo at lo ad o f 
co rn in Buffalo anti ship it to the dairy 
district fo r distributio n amo ng the dairy 
men. 
As so o n as they co mmenced to 
feed pretty liberally o f o ur western co rn 
they fo und no difficulty in making Or­ 
ange co unty butter, and getting the high­ 
est price. 
This feeding and the 
estab­ 
lishment o f cheese facto ries and neigh 
bo rho o d creameries fuhy demo nstrated 
their ability to ,m ake gift edge butter, 
and it was no tin so il hut in the use ,o f 
pro per feed and in the skill o f the 
maker, and the best feed fo r co ws was 
the co rn raised o n o ur western prairies. 
In pro o f o f this po sitio n allo w me to 
quo te fro m a late New Yo rk paper, giv- 
iug the market prices o f dairy pro ducts: 
“ Butter.—Receipts fo r five days, 25,572 
pks.; pks ex po rts abo ut 400 pks. 
Best 
grain-fed western creamery mnke fresh 
fro m the clTurn, 
co mmo nly 
kno wn as 
Elgin butter, and selling at «12 and 33cts. 
Eastern creameries have no t the advan­ 
tage o f cheap grain feed, and are a cent 
o r two lo wer.” 
In co nnectio n with this questio n it may 
be well to co nsider, Will there be suffic­ 
ient demand in the future to co nsume 
o ur co nstantly increasing dairy pro ducts 
at remunerative prices. 
In answering 
this questio n allo w me again to refer to 
the past. 
I well reco llect that mo re than 
fo rty years ago I heard this same quest­ 
io n asked. What o f the future o f the 
dairy interest in Central New Yo rk? 
A 
reply was made by o ne o f the o ldest and 
mo st ex perienced dairymen saying, that 
this year we have received satisfacto ry 
prices, 12$ cents fo r o ur entire dairy o f 
butter, but the business is increasing so 
rapidly that o ur pro spero us days are 
no arly o ver. Why, said he, tbey are no w 
keeping dairies way west o f Syracuse, 
and the market will go o n be so o ver­ 
sto cked that butter and cheese will ‘be a 
drug o n the market." 
But instead o f 
this predictio n beco ming true the quau- 
tity and prices bo th steadily increased up 
to the present time. 
Often there have 
been sho rt seaso ns o f depressio ns, but I 
kno w o f no article gro wn] o ut o f the 
earth, o r manufactured, that has been so 
unifo rmly o n the up grade as the dairy 
pro ducts. 
There are many o ther reaso ns 
to my mind that the co nsumptio ns ¡will 
keep pace with the pro ductio ns 
It is 
true that the tendency o f o ur po pulatio n 
is to co ncentrate in the large cities, no t 
o nly ia the east but in the west also . 
Co nsequently the co nsumers are increas­ 
ing mo re rapidly than the pro ducers, and 
it is a well established fact that all de­ 
mand the best go o ds. 
No „do ubt the 
eaitern states will co ntinue to very large­ 
ly supply the seabqard cities, and the 
western cities the so uth; and the mining 
districts in the mo untains will abso rb 
nearly all the dairy pro ducts o f the west; 
but to secure this end, and; a po rtio n o f 
the ex po rt demand, there must be an 
ho nest and united effo rt to pro duce the 
best quality o f go o ds. 
I think that ex ­ 


perience charly sho ws t» 
o f cheese facto ries und 
creameries is the bc-u >u»< 
to secure a market fo r (>«t 
at the best prices. 
>L*’ » 
do m o f co llecting cue a in 
abo ut the co unty befo re 
creamery. 
I think that ex perience fully 
demo nstrates that the really gilt-nlge 
butter o f unifo rm quality canno t be made 
In that way. 
The neighbo rho o d cream­ 
eries, co nveniently lo cated, where pat­ 
ro ns deliver their milk fresh fro m the 
co w and receive backfiheir po rtio n o f the 
skimmed milk and buttermilk fo r their 
pigs and calves, has pro ved ¡the mo st 
eco no mical and pro fitable way to manu­ 
facture butter, and Is fully demo nstrated 
by the repo rts which! unifo rmily quo te 
the best creamery butler as 5 ¿cents per 
po und higher than the finest 
iry but­ 
ter. 
On lo o king the gro und all o ver, I 
think the impo itant facto r In so lving the 
future o f the dairy interest in Illino is b 
in the liberal feeding o f o ur surplus grain, 
and an effo rt to surpass all o thers in the 
manufacture o f the very » be« t go o ds o f 
unifo rm quality. 
If swe do this,; I have 
no do ubt the dairymen in Illino is have a 
bright future befo re them, aud every rea­ 
so n to increase their pro ducts, as we have 
the best o f feed fo r co ws fin great abun­ 
dance, and a market that will abso rb all 
o ur pro ducts. 
Allo w me,¡in co nclnsio n. 
to give yo u a table sho wing the wo nder­ 
ful increase o f the ex po rt demand fo r o ur 
butter and cheese to fo reign co untr 4. 
{Here the speaker gave ex tensive tables 
o i tut* increase in butter and chces* ex 
po rts: fro m 183d to 1885, sho wing that 
899-396 po unds o f butter increased to 
21,081,148; and 088.241 o f cheese 111,993.- 
990; with an increase o f receips fro m 
$112,« 570 to H 088,055 j. 
The falling o ff in 18\> fro m [18H0, it is 
said, was caused by 1 lie High¡* price 
and 
large ho me demand which checked 
ex ­ 
po rtatio n in 1*885. 
This table 
sho ws the 
co nstant and increasing fo reigni'dem uul 
and disnells all fears o f a want o f a mar­ 
ket 
fo r o ur dairy pro ducts. 
But the 
strangest and mo st interesting fact o f all 
is, that in 1884 we ex perted to China and 
Japan 105,332 po unds o f butter and 40,- 
349 po unds o f cheese, at $29,904 —I have 
no t the figures o f later date, but am to ld 
that the amo unt ex po rted fro m this co un- 
tiy is steadily increasing. 
In view o f ad 
these facts, 1 have no do ubt that if the 
dairymen o f Illino is will make a united 
and vigo rus effo rt to pro duce the very 
best article and discard bo gus butter and 
hard skimed cheese, they will find a ready 
market fo r a greatly increased pro duct lit 
remunerative prices.

A loaf **f bread -the most ingenious mn 
ehmery has Ur*?» devised t*> make it; ma­ 
chinery that will best the hand all to pieces 
in purity, quickness, and the quality of 4he 
artiele turned out. 
In the large establish­ 
ments a machine mixes the sponge, makes 
and kneads the dough, and dry heat in brfek 
conduits hakes it, while steam in coils o f pip© 
gives the delicious gloss to the upper erust. 
To the average consumer a loaf of bread 
seem* to Ik? just what its name implies; hut, 
then, one of the leading concerns in the city 
turns out seventeen varieties of bread—Eu­ 
reka, home made, Vienna, hotel, Pullman, 
brick, pan, Americancream, Canada, Juml>o, 
new j>r« K*css, corn, Graham, all rye, half rye, 
and Hamburg. This d*H*s not include pum­ 
pernickel and sellwnrzl» rod of the sturdy 
Teuton, nor the sjtvory horn bread of the 
French gourmand. 
Of leading firms who have nmde the pro­ 
duction o f bread an object of big investments 
then* are five in the city. 
One of them em­ 
ploy's sixty teams, 100 people, a capital of 
$100,(KM), and turns out 14,000 loaves of bread 
everyday. 
The five firms, together with 
a 
dozen wholesalers, have not less than 800 
teams, 1,500 men and $1,250,000 employed, 
while the estimate for the 342 retailers is 
1,000 teams, 2,000 men and $750,000 capital, 
making a total of 1,800 teams, 3,500 men and 
$2,000,000, 
All these agencies are busy from 
morn till night, and [» art of the latter, to 
turn out the 300,000 loaves of bread which, 
an experts estimate says, aro daily consumed 
in Chicago, not to « ¡» oak of rolls, buns, twists, 
cakes and crackers.

W H A T A DIFFERENCE! 
A loaf of bread-—nn everyday occurrence, 
yet what a difference lx*twren the small baker 
who “sets’’ his own sponge, kneads his own 
dough with big, red knuckles not over* lean, 
and then goes to rest for a nap with a piece 
of underdone dough for a pillow, uniting 
till the “rise” comes, and t he steam bakery. 
H's worth one's while to mnk>* n trip through 
one of tin* big establishments, esfj**cially at 
this time of th** year, when the 
streets are 
cold and the sidewalks 8lipjH*ry. 
The spong­ 
ers, mealy » ill over, make the sponge—tho 
veast and just enough flour to give tin* mass 
consistency—on hug*?, fiat table -, 
which » ire 
rolled into a warm room, the tenn>eraiure of 
which is kept to a certain degree with great 
nicety. 
Then the sponge, after it has fermented, 
together with tho necessary flour for tho 
bake, is turned into a hopper, where “con­ 
ductors” with eccentric arms knead the 
dough until it is perfectly “even" and “done.” 
The same hopper brings tho dough to huge 
troughs in the basement, where the mass is 
allowed to rest for another “ rise.” timed 
with almost absolute certainty. 
Then the 
l» enehnien mold the loaf, ufter the piece of 
dough has been weighed. This, of course, 
has to Ik* done by hand, and so experienced is 
a first class henchman’ that he h» is but rarely 
to a*hi to or take from the lump of dough 
which is to make the loaf of a certain weight. 
Twice the dough is “ worked over,” two 
lumps being handled at tho same time by the 
benchinan. whose left hand must be trained 
as well as his right. Then the oven man does 
the baking, either in separate pans or on long 
trays, according to the quality of the crust 
desired. 
REGULATING THE HEAT. 
In the ovens the heat is so well regulated 
that tho oven man knows to a second when 
his bread is done, it scarcely requiring a look 
during the baking. 
Dry air ducts do the 
baking for common bread, while steam coils 
at tho ceiling of tho ov en permits moist heat 
to lie turned on at any moment for a fine 
finishing of the crust. 
Boy s do the dumping 
of the bread from the ov ens into the baskets, 
and then it is ready for the last two handlers, 
the driver and tho grocer. 
In tho bakery 
visited the common flv e-cent loaf of bread 
weighed seventeen 
ounces; Eureka bread, 
costing six cents, and on© day old, weighed 
eighteen ounces; homemade bread, also six 
cents, had the same weight—one day pro­ 
ducing a shrinkage from one-half to one 
ounce, and a six cent loaf of Vienna bread 
weighing 
between sixteen and seventeen 
ounces. 
“There is a common belief,” said the baker, 
“that when flour goes down 50 per cent., 
which, of course, it never does, bread ought 
to go down 50 i>cr cent, too, but, you see, a 
loaf of bread requires just the same handling, 
machinery and capital 
invested whether 
flour is $i or $2 a barrel.” Big concerns pur 
chase the flour in large quantities and keep 
it a certain length of time lx*for© it is used. 
Old flour makes better bread and permits of 
exact calculations for rising of the dough and 
the hake. 
White-hooded sisters of charity do not a 
little driving in tho bread line, gathering in 
unsalable loaves for tho [>oor in their care, 
and, as to stale wheat bread, paper hangers 
use not a few loaves to clean wall paper and 
smoky ceilings. 
Lincrusta-Walton, the new 
ornamental composition for wainscoting and 
plafonds, is almost exclusively renovated by 
l*‘ing i-ubbed with stale bread.—Chicago 
Herald.

Half of the errand l» oys in town are known 
as “but; ms,” which means that they wear 
liveries covered with brass buttons, and the 
messenger boys, park, city and district po­ 
licemen are ail more or less showily attire*!. 
All the conductors*on the street and elevated 
lines arc in uniform, just as are the janitors 
of the big public buildings and the jxirters in 
banks and important commercial houses.

sional infusion of Arab peddlers, Indian jug­ 
glers and immigrants from all portions of the 
world, enhance tho picturesqueness, of the 
streets of New York.—Blakely Hull m New 
York Mail and Express.

D a ngerous C ounterfeit Coin. 
The inability of counterfeiters to produce 
exactor indistinguishable representations of 
bank notes will tend, I think, to cause that 
enterprise to bo given up*n tho near future, 
and (» [» orations confined to alloyed coin only. 
I think it will be carried on by persons of 
genius, skill« **I in the working of metals, and 
of a totally different stamp from the ordinary 
plaster mold fiends. 
It would be almost ini- 
[Kiasiblo to detect gold coins 10 [k*i* cent alloy. 
It is possible to get tho weight of siiilr exact­ 
ly tho same as the genuine, and the difference 
in tho size can be made almost imperceptible. 
To do this it would be necessary merely to 
subject tho coin to sufficient pressure over 
that employed at tho mints. Such a coin it 
would be almost impossible to detect in the 
ordinary run of business. 
Acids aro iiot to 
be relied on always, and tho weight, ring, and 
size l» eiiig near the genuine, it would require 
the ex]» ertness of one whose fife is devoted to 
such work to detect the difference. 
In places 
where a great deal of money is handled, I 
have no doubt that in a few years an expert 
will lx* employed to do nothing but weed out 
the counterfeits. —Globe Democrat.

Yet tlie P ictu re is There. 
It is a curious fact, [» erliaps not known to 
the general reader, that the exposure of a 
photographic plalo makes no appreciable 
change in its appearance. 
It is »i creamy 
white, semi-transparent piece of glass when 
it g(x*s into tho camera. 
It presents precisely 
the same appearance after the sun has 
stamped the picture upon it. The most pow­ 
erful microscope would not detect any change. 
The most expert photographer in the world 
would be unable to decide whether or no a 
plate has been exposed. 
Yet the picture is there. 
It only requires 
“development” to bring it out. 
And that is: 
what this “dark room” is for. 
The least ray 
of natural light would spoil the plate. 
But 
light strained through ruby or yellow-colored 
screens of translucent paper or glass is de­ 
prived of those rays which are so essent al 
and at the same*time so fatal to photographic 
success. 
• 
The operator places his plate in one of the 
“developing pans;” pours over it a certain 
combination of chemicals, and, lo! a marvel­ 
ous metamorphosis l» egins. The white surface 
darkens, and ns the chemical continues its 
action, the picture grows on the plate lx*fore 
his eyes, until the scene or object on which 
the lens was turned is os accurately repro­ 
duced as though caught and held in a magic 
mirror.—Boston Transcript. 


For a M illion and for a Cent. 
It has recently been stated that two of the 
largest checks for money ever drawn in New 
York have just been framed; tho first for 
$1.000,000, signed by C. Vanderbilt, and the 
second for $0,000,000, signed by VV. H. Van 
derbilt. 
When I was a clerk in the banking house of 
Jay Cooke & Co., $1,000,000 checks w’oro not 
so uncommon as to be thought worthy of 
framing. At that time, about 1808, the 
government was converting the 7-30 notes in­ 
to new .T20s. Jay Cooke & Co. used fre­ 
quently to deliver $1,000,(XX) in T-30sat a time 
to the sub-treasury, and we thought nothing 
of it. 
I remember going over with $ 2,000,000 
and getting a check for that sum and interest 
added. 
I carried in one lot to Fish & Hatch $1,000,- 
000 new 5-20s. They were just off the govern­ 
ment presses and were numbered consecu­ 
tively. 
For these I got a check for a million 
and some odd thousands. The smallest check 
that I ever saw was for one cent. 
It was 
drawn by a western official in the treasury of 
the United States. That cheek excited more 
remark by the clerks who saw it than any of 
the $1,000,000 ones.—Cor. New York Tribune.
